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New Inquiry Begins In 
Death Of Florida Man 


PENSACOLA, Fla. (AP) — 
Authorities are investigating the 
death of a Florida man two 
years ago at the request of his 
brother who said he wanted a 
fresh probe because of the cur 
rent investigation in New Or- 
leans of the Kennedy assassina- 
tion. 

The brother, Earl Killam, 
said the dead man, Thomas 
Henry Killam . told him le'i'fe'3 
Dallas in 'December, 1963, be- 
cause he was being harassed by 
“agents.” Killam said his broth 
er didn’t specify whether the 
agents were federal, state or 
some other type. 

“I’m a dead man,” Killam 
quoted his brother as saying. 


“I’ve run as far as I’m going to 
run.” 

Wanda Killam. the -lead 
man’s wife, reached Wednesday 
in Dallas by the Pensacola 
News-Journal, said her husband 
had been questioned several 
times about the assassination by 
federal agents. 

Killam died beside a broken 
shop window on a Pensacola 
street March 17, 1964. His throat 
had been slashed. 

Police said the death was an 
apparent suicide. The coroner 
called it accidental. 

Earl Killam, 38, a car sales- 
man, has asked Escambia 
County Solicitor Carl Harper to 
exhume his brother’s body to 
determine the exact cause of 
death. 

Harper said he took a state- 
ment from Earl Killam Wednes- 
day morning and would inves- 
tigate immediately. He would 
not discuss his investigation ex- 
ec it to say he was seeking con- 
crete evidence, “not suspi- 
cions.”
